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Whilst revising the genus Indigofera L. 
of India the author came across a number 
of specimens from Western Himalayas 
identified as Indigofera gerardiana Wall, 
ex Baker ( = /. heterantha Wall, ex 
Brandis). On critical examination, these 
specimens were found to represent two 
distinct species that are allied to Indigofera 
heterantha (those from India, Himachal 
Pradesh and Uttar Pradesh) and /. dosua 
Buch.-Ham. ex D. Don (those from Pakistan: 
vJhitral). They are described and illustrated 
in this paper. 

Indigofera gangetica Sanjappa, sp. nov.

Leaves 8 cm long, imparipinnate, alternate, 
stipules 5-6 mm long, linear or curved, 
setaceous, spreading pubescent without, 
cajducous; rachis 5-7 cm long, canaliculate 
above, pubescent; stipellae 1 mm long. 


linear, pubescent, subpersistent; petiolules 
1 mm long, pubescent; leaflets 21-25, 
opposite, 10-12 x 4-5 mm, elliptic or 
oblong, rounded at both ends, mucronate, 
spreading pubescent on both surfaces, 
green above, pale below.

pactly many-flowered. Flowers 5-6 mm 
long, pink; pedicels 1 mm long, slender, 
pubescent; bracts 2 mm long, linear, 
setaceous, spreading pubescent without, 
caducous. Calyx 1-1.8 mm long, campanu- 
late, spreading tomentose; teeth 5, 1.2 
mm long, linear, setaceous, dorsal teeth 
shorter than ventral ones. Standard 5-5.5 
X 3-3.5 mm, elliptic-oblong, obscurely 
clawed at base, acute at apex, densely 
spreading grey pubescent, wings 4.5-5 
mm long, glabrous, clawed at base, upper 
auricle distinct; keels 5-5.5 mm long, lateral 
pocket present, densely spreading tomen¬ 
tose. Stamens 5 mm long, diadelphous 
(9+1), alternately long and short, anthers 
apiculate. Ovary 3.5 mm long, linear, 
glabrous; ovules 5-8; style 2 mm long, 
curved; stigma capitate. Pods spreading 
1.8-2.4 X 0.3 mm, linear, subcylindric, 
densely spreading grey tomentose; sutures 
thin, endbcarp smooth; seeds 6-8.

Shrub; brandies erect angular, adpressed 
pubescent when young; terete, glabrous 
with age. Leaves 6-9 cm long, imparipi- 
nnate, alternate; stipules 5-6 mm long.

caducous; rachis 5-8 cm long; canaliculate, 
adpressed pubescent, infrajugal rachis 
3-6 mm long; stipellae 1-1.5 mm long, 
subulate, pubescent; petiolules ca 2 mm 
long, pubescent; leaflets 13-19, opposite 
8-14 X 4-7 mm, elliptic or obovate, 
rounded at base, rounded to emarginate 
at apex, mucronate, adpressed pubescent 
on both surfaces.
